The honor of riding on Sierra 
Madre’s float in the Pasader.a 
Tournament of Roses this year 
goes to Miss Sylvia Dawn Worth¬ 
ington of 525 Brookside Dane and 
Miss Elsa Seifert of 229 North 
Hermosa. 

Miss Worthington, 13 yeaar old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Worthington, is In her last year 
at Sierra Madre Elementary 

school. 

Miss Seifert, 14 year old daugh¬ 
ter of Herbert Seifert, is in her 
first year at Woodrow Wilson 
high school, Pasadena. 

Both girls afe five feet, two 
inches in height, and each weighs 
109 pounds; one is blond, the 
other brunette. The girls were 
chosen partly for these physical 
characteristics, because of the 
roles which they will portray as 
witches on the float, which is on 
the theme ‘‘Hallowe'en." 

More than 70,000 flowers will 
be used in decorating the float 
which will carry a huge flower- 
covered pumpkin with a witch 
on either side. 

Adding to the spirit of spooks 
and black magic will be a large 
goblin and a black cat In view 
of the ingenuity and loyalty of 
Alfred James Dewey and his able 
assistants, it will not be surpris¬ 
ing if the cat’s eyes shine and 
the goblin emits a bloodcurdling 
shriek at appropriate intervals. 

Calendulas, delphiniums, chrys¬ 
anthemums and black oak leaves 
will be among the decorations 
used to carry out the float’s 
theme. 

The witches will be gowned 
in blue delphiniums, and their 
costumes will be spangled with 
silver and gold. The broomsticks 
on which they ride will be se¬ 
cured, with the girls actually- 
seated on bicycle seats solidly 
welded to a frame that is se¬ 
cured to the float itself.

Not only did the piant wizard’s 
methods revive the ailing Wis¬ 
taria nt that time, but resulted 
in the best blossoms in years 
as many Sierra Madreans now re¬ 
call. But he had not seen the 
vine in four years and was eager 
to see how it was faring. 

Th< Vine needs some atten¬ 
tion Especially does the dead 
wood which is being replaced by 
new growth, need removing. But 
otherwise things look good, and 
a few more cool nights should 
defoliate the Vine so that it will 
bi ready to bloom next spring,” 
he maid. 

Tho scientist explained that un¬ 
less the Wistaria leaves all drop 
off before blooming time, they 
contain* to absorb food, thus 
sharply reducing sustenance re¬ 
ceived" by the blossoms and re¬ 
ducing their size and beauty.

The leaders of the butchers' union have selected this time—Christmas week 
to show their power. They have called a strike against public convenience. 

They are making it impossible for responsible meat markets to sell meat or for 
you to buy meat.
